The Twenty-first Annual Convention of the English Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of the Northwest was opened in St. Mark’s church, 
Fargo, N. D. The Rev. W. S. Ulrich, pastor, at 7:45 p. m., Wednesday, 
June 20th, in the year of our Lord, 1911. 


The order of service for Confession and Absolution was conducted 


by the Rev. A. F. Elmquist, Ph. D. 


The Chief Service was conducted by the Secretary, the Rev. W. P. 
Christy. The sermon, based on Phil. 3:13-14, was delivered by the 
President, the Rev. A. J. Reichert. The Sacrament of the Lord 8 Supper 
was administered and the service closed in due form.

THURSDAY, JUNE 22, 9 A. M. . 
The Matin service was conducted by the Secretary. Phe President 
opened the Convention according to the preseribed order. 5 
The Roll of Ministers was called and 26 responded. The Credential 
Committee reported the names of 31 duly accredited laymen, of whom 24 
were present. A question regarding the seating of the lay delegates 
from the Church of the Reformation, St. Paul, was raised. After de- 
bate the matter was referred to the Credential Committee, which re- 
ported that Memorial and St. James congregations have. merged as one 
congregation with two pastors under the charter of Memorial, and there- 
fore under the Constitution of Synod the Church of the Reformation is 


entitled to two lay delegates.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 
Dear Brethren Christ: | 

The second decade of our history has lose ant we are permitted 


to behold the fruitage of our twenty years of labor. Symod was organ- 


ized Sept. 23, 1891, in Memorial church, St. Paul, with seven pastors, six 
congregations and a communicant membershi of 343, and with a church

members. The property was valued at $99,450. There were 297 teach- 
ers and officers and 2,979 scholars in the Sunday schools. The benevolent 
contributions were $1, 319.96, and the contributions for all purposes were 
$25,104.81. Sept. 25, 1901, that part of Synod known as the Western 
Conference, comprising the congregations on the Pacific coast, was dis- 
missed for the ee, of organizing the Pacific Synod.

No permanent organization was 
effected, until the spring of 1886, when the Rev. W. F. Ulery, missionary 
of the General Council, secured ground and made preparations to build. 
On July 25, the corner stone was laid; and on Nov. 28 the building was 
consecrated.

North Dakota is a Lutheran state. 63 per cent of her pophintion are 
of our faith. For years St. Mark’s was the only distinctively English

through the transition period, new organizations should be rapidly effect- 
ed in all large cities. 2 is the intention of the Home Mission Board to 
place a field missionary in this state soon. It is the intention, too, of 
the Board to push the work in Montana and the provinces of the 

Canadian Northwest. The Superintendent of Missions, the Rev. J. C. 
Kunzmann, D. D., will make a tour of the Northwest this summer, and 
in the fall, active operations will begin. Pray ye therefore the Lord

| At Trinity, St. Paul, the interior of the church was improved. The 
cChancel was enlarged, remodeled, recarpeted, and refurnished with oak 
oe altar cross, and vases. New articles of incorporation were

St. Mark’s, North St. Paul, has taken on a new lease of life. It has 
had a substantial increase in membership. Last September the tower of 
~ the church was struck by lightning and greatly damaged. At a congre- 
gational meeting held later, it was decided to repair the damage done 
and improve and beautify the interior and exterior of the church. This — 
was done at considerable cost. Last Tuesday evening reconsecration — £ 
services were held. Pastors Frick, Haupt and Beck officiated. St. : 
Mark’s, together with that of Stacy, now form a ee: This was ac- 
complished last fall. 
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At St. Mark’s, ae old things are passing away and the new have 
been taken on. Progress has been made in every department of the 
work. With the erection of the new church, the future is bright. A 
men’s club has been organized and is doing effective work. 


St. John’s, Duluth, after a long vacancy has now Bro. Shewell for 
its pastor. Besides meeting its current expenses and benevolent obliga- 
tions it has raised $600 for improvements. The Easter communion was 


the largest in the history of the congregation. A new Sunday School 
has been established in the western part of the city. 


Memorial and St. James’ churches, St. Paul, have consolidated ada 
the new name of the Church of the Reformation. New articles of incor- 
poration and a new constitution have been adopted. A site has been 
purchased and as soon as the old properties have been sold and proper 
arrangements made the new church will be erected. 


Holy Trinity, Superior, since its entrance into its new home has 
taken on the forward movement. A Men’s Club has been organized and 
a pipe organ purchased. The attendance at services has been nnn 
and a large elass was confirmed on Whitsunday. 


St. Paul's, Waterloo, has been without a pastor for over a year. Ser- 
vices, however, have been held without interruption by students of the 
Chicago Seminary.

At the last Convention of Synod, I called attention to the salaries 
of the pastors. Prior to the annual meetings, I addressed a letter on the 
subject to the secretaries of many of our congregations. The letter was 
kindly received by all and the response was very generous. Increases of 
from $150 to $300 were made. We trust that all congregations will in 


the due course of time grant an increase. At present there are but three 


parsonages owned by our parishes. In lieu of one, some parishes pay the 


rent of a house for their pastor in addition to the salary. Other pastors 


pay their own rent. It seems to me, that arrangements for the erection 
or purchase of a-suitable home should be made by all. I am aware of 
the fact, that our congregations have many financial obligations to meet, 
yet we feel that a beginning should be made in this direction. A plan 
adopted by some congregations and which has been very satisfactory to 
all concerned, is for the congregation to erect or purchase a house and to 
make as large a payment as possible upon the same at the time of pur- 
chase or erection, and the balance’ unpaid assumed by the congregation, 


the interest assumed by the pastor, in lieu of which, he occupies the 


house free of rent. By thus working together, it seems to me that no 
hardship would be ineurred upon pastor or people. I have known cases 
where the pastor or congregation paid in a few years an amount for rent 
which would be equal the value of the house in which the pastor lived. 
The plan proposed has some merit and is worthy of consideration. I 
would suggest that a committee of five, consisting of two pastors and 
three laymen be appointed to consider the matter and if deemed advis- 
able to lay the matter before the congregations and to report to the next

AUGUSTANA SYNOD JUBILEE. 


At the last Convention of Synod, your President was designated as 
official visitor to the Jubilee Convention of the Augustana Synod at 


Rock Island, III. On account of the press of parish duties, it was my 


privilege to attend the convention but a short time. On Saturday afternoon 


of the convention, the time appointed for the reception of greetings from

Synod and was assured by the president, Rev. E. Norelius, of the 
most cordial feeling of his synod toward gurs, The celebration sur- 


passed in interest and enthusiasm the expectations of the most optimis- 


tie of Augustana. Every day was filled with inspiring events. One of 


the surprises was the large audiences and large number of visitors from 
all parts of the country; some bringing their entire families. The num- - 
ber of delegates and visitors was nearly 3000. A notable incident of 


the Convention was the evening devoted to the pioneers. The rolf was 


called of the ministers and laymen who attended the first convention 50 


years ago. Only three responded: The President, Rev. Dr. Norelius; . 
Rev. G. Peters, and a layman, Mr. John Erlandson. The celebration con- 
sisted of two parts—the educational and synodical. The former com- 
prised the commencement exercises of Augustana College and Seminary. 


Greetings were received from the nine colleges and academies of the oe 


synod, which have a student body of 3,000, and other Lutheran institu-- 
tions in this country and the fatherland. Among the commencement an- 


nouncements, were the completion of the gathering of the quarter mil- 
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lion fund, the gift: of Bishop Von Scheele s library to the college and 
100,000 crowns: from the brethren in the fatherland. The synodical 
celebration began with a sermon by the venerable president. Addresses 
were made by Bishop Von Scheele, Drs. Jacobs, Schmauck, Haas, _ 
Schuck, Rector of the University of Upsala, 


FOREIGN MISSIONS.

He was one of the great for- 
eign missionaries of our Lutheran Church in America. He was recognized 
in India, outside of our people, as a representative missionary. He en- 
tertained large plans for our work in India. He served in every way in 

actical co-operation with the five Lutheran bodies working among the 

elegus and urged the adoption of plans for the organization of a joint 
Lutheran theoelogical seminary. Those who have heard him speak while 
on furlough in America and caught a glimpse of his zeal and devotion 
for the Foreign Mission cause, have received an impulse which will keep 
them enthusiastic for that cause. He was in a city in the Middle West 
when his last illness overtook him; and having exhausted his strength, 
he hurried back to Philadelphia to his wife to die. He rests from his 
labors and his works do follow him. 


CHANGE OF TIME FOR: THE CONVENTIONS OF SYNOD. 


At the last Convention of Synod, action was deferred on this sub- 
ject until this Convention.

At one time Synod held Luther League and Sunday 
School Conventions in connection with the meetings of Synod. First the 
former was drop 22 then the latter.

It is noticable that a large number of lay delegates remain but two or 
three days of each convention and return home for business reasons, and 
on Monday, when some of the most important business is to be trans- 
acted, very few are there. I believe that if we began earlier and closed 
not later than Frida night, we would have a full delegation at the cTose. 
While we are consi — the subject would it not be well to consider 
the date of the meeti At present we are governed by the Church 
Year. Often times the synodical year is longer than the calendar year 
and some times shorter. Then again, by resolution last year, the statis- 
tical year will close sometimes. two months before the close of the 
synodical year.

As we have a standing rule 
that the apportionment committee shall report on Friday morning, this 
item of the report could be deferred until the traveling expense of each 


has been ascertained. This we believe would obviate the difficulty. 


From time to time eritieisms of our apportionment system have been 
sent to me, which have led me to believe that the whole question of ap- 
portionments and the methods of raising funds should be considered by 
Synod. This is an important question. We should not decide the ques- 
tion hastily. We have a fairly good system now and which is bringing 


in large returns; and if a better system can be devised or found which 


will bring in larger returns by a better method we shall be the gainers 
thereby. I would therefore recommend that a committee of six, con- 
sisting of three pastors and three laymen, be appointed to consider the 


question and to report at the next Convention of Synod.

They are published at a low price. They are not only for pastors, but 
every intelligent Lutheran layman should own a copy of each for him- 
self and his household. While the Catechism is indeed the cdnfession of 
the laity, all should know more fully what their church teaches and what 
is being accomplished in various lines. The Book of Concord is the, 
- treasure of the whole Lutheran Church. It does not belong to any par- 
ticular synodical body. It has been the banner and standard of Luth- 
eranism raised by our fathers for centuries. It contains the charter, 
anchor and compass of the Church. The Inner Mission is a branch of : 
church work too long neglected in this country and too little known 
about by our people. The book is intended to give the reader an intel- 
ligent grasp of the subject and to create a deep interest in the work. 
The Inner Mission differs from Home and Foreign Missions in that it 
deals with the care of the poor; the suppression of the social evils; the 
nursing of the sick and poor in their homes; the care of prisoners while 
in prison and upon their release; the care ‘of seamen, immigrants, etc. 
The author of the work is Dr. Ohl, a former member of this Synod and 
now city missionary in Philadelphia. The ‘‘Confessional Principle and 
the Confession’’ is published jointly by Drs. Sehmauk and Benze, in 
which they depict the inner history of the Augsburg Confession from 
original sources; the origin and confessional character of the Formula of 
Concord, ete. The aim of the book is to develop a whole-souled confes- 
sional attitude in the Lutheran Church.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CONTROL 


OF MINISTERS AND MINISTERS’ WIDOWS AND 
ORPHANS’ FUND. 


To the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest: 

‘A year ago it was the fond hope of your Board to report at this 
time that the fund entrusted to its care had reached the amount approxi- 
mating $11,000, but we regret to be obliged to express our grievous dis- 
appointment. The response last year, brought about through the efforts 
of a special committee, was so general, that the fondest hopes were en- 
tertained—when the time was extended by Mr. Smith to October, for his 
offer to go into effect—that at least those congregations from which as- 
surances had come that their quota would be sent in, would endeavor to 
do so. But no response coming the very generous offer went by default 
for the present. is is very much to be regretted, as the offer was so 
clear and explicit, and withal so liberal, that had but three of the de- 
linquent ‘congregations responded,—as we had good reason to hope that 
they would, we would now be in position to e use of our fund should 
necessity require. Last year we reported $3,038.08 in hand, which was 
invested with the C. A. Smith Timber Co. at 6 per cent, for which a de- 
mand note was given. | | 

In order to keep the importance of this fund before the minds of the 
—— and congregations, the Board again issued the following cireular 

ter which was sent to all pastors before Jan. 1, 1911. : 


O THE PASTORS AND CONGREGATIONS OF THE ENGLISH 
EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD OF THE NORTHWEST. 


„The Board of Trustees elected — the Synod to have control of the 
fund ‘In Support of Superanuated Ministers and Widows and Orphans 
of Deceased Ministers’ in our Synod, having been authorized to issue an 
annual circular to the various congregations relative to the fund, pre- 
sents the following: 
„A year ago your attention was called to an offer made by the Hon. 
O. A. Smith, that if before the close of the synodical year (June, 1910,) 
‘all the Congregations and Pastors connected with the Synod will have 
paid into this fund the full amount, according to the rules and regula- 
tions, etc.,’ then in that case he would add sufficient to amount, with the 
funds then in hand, to the full amount set to make the fund available, 
} „Most of the congregations and pastors responded promptly. Sev- 
eral vacant congregations did not have the matter presented to them for 
want of a pastor to do so, and one or two overlooked it at the proper 
time, but promised to have it attended to very soon. These delinquen- 
cies, caused Mr. Smith to extend the time until October for the delin- 
quent pastors and ye to comply with his conditions. 
| „Had all realized the importance the fund as they should, we 
would now have $10,000, and with interest accruing, together with the 
regular annual income according to the rules, would be in a position to 
render assistance, should any case of need arise. ; | 
„Another opportunity will be given for those who, from lack of 
knowledge or force of circumstances, failed to send in their contriba- 
tions last year. For the offer of Mr. Smith, see minutes of Synod for 
1909 P. 36.

The Board of English Home Missions of the General Couneil of the

Dear Brethren: 


The Board is profoundly grateful for the greatly inereased contri- 
butions to English Home Missions for the past year, and that the full 


amount of the $20,000 Relief Fund has been secured by the General 


Superintendent. During the past year (May Ist, 1910, to May Ist, 1911) 


the Board has received a larger amount than from September Ist, 1907, 


to May Ist, 1909, and in addition thereto more than $10,000 of the Re- 
lief Fund in cash. | | 
The Board contemplates sending its Superintendent for a two- 
months’ tour through Western Canada and the United States, so that it 
may the more intelligently plan its work and the church may be in- 
formed and aroused to the great opportunities and responsibilities of our 
General Council to the English Home Mission work. We expect to hold 
special meetings in the Fall, of our laymen, in the leading cities, and lay 
before them the Home Mission facts. | 

Since Rev. A. C. Anda has taken charge of Wicker Park Church the 
Board has been without a Western District Superintendent, but arrange- 
ments are now on foot to secure an efficient successor. | 
> ‘The revised rules and regulations indicate the desire of the Board 


to enlist the active co-operation of the brethren, but we must never lose 


sight. of the great object, namely, to bring before the whole church the 
whole work, and summon all our forces to accomplish it. Re-adjustments 
will be necessary from time to time, but one thing has been gained, 
— that we have begun to solve the Home Mission problem on right

Not a mission on the territory of the Synod, since St. John’s, 
Duluth, Minn., and Epiphany, Milwaukee, reported to the General Coun- 
eil in 1909, has become self-sustaining, and a reduction in appropriation | 
has been made in only one mission. It has, on the whole, increased 
rather-than decreased. In the judgment of the Board substantial reduc- 


tions should be made, and some of the missions soon transferred to the 


self-sustaining list. But as long as we are satisfied with the small aver 
age contributions of a number of our missions, so long will we do in- 


justice to those people and to the mission treasury. 


We ask that the Synod of the Northwest pay into the treasury of 
the Board during the present year (May Ist, 1911, to May Ist, 1912) the 
sum of $2500, and, if possible, make up its shortage of $700 for the year 
just past. 

The Church of the Reformation, Milwaukee, has moved forward 
with encouraging results under their missionary, Rev. A. J. Holl. They 
have come to the conclusion that they were able to finance what was at 
first considered a stupendous task, without any additional assistance 
from the Church Extension Society, and they have succeeded. Member- 
ship, May Ist, 1910, Church „Sunday School ——.
